When n putient complains of a bad 
taste in his mouth every morning ou 
waking up. says a physician, the first 
question 1 ask him is as to the position 
he assumes when going to sleep. An 
Immense number of people sleep ou 
the left side, and this Is the most com­ 
mon cause of the unpleasant taste 
which is generally attribute! to dys­ 
pepsia. If a meal has been taken with­ 
in two or three hours of going to bed, 
to sleep on the left side Is to give the 
stomach a task which it is difficult in 
the extreme to perform. The student 
of anatomy knows that all food enters 
and leaves the stomach on the right 
side, and hence sleeping on the left 
side soon after eating involves a sort 
of pumping operation which is any­ 
thing but conducive to sound repose.

Among til** more interesting beetles are 
tin* Goliath beetles of Africa, some of 
which are over 5 inches long and U 
inches broad, and the little blistering 
beetles used by physicians to produce 
blisters.
